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THE SHAKESPERIANS, 
Italian Opera House. 


On Tuesday the tragedy of Richard 
the Third, followed by the farce of 
Killing no Murder, were performed 
by the club at the Italian Opera 
House, under the patronage of the 
Earl of Belfast. The house was as 
usual thronged with a numerous au- 
ditory, who appeared highly to ap- 
reciate the admirable genius dis- 
played in the excellent and skilful 
delivery of those thrilling passages, 
with which this play abounds. 

In the opening scene in which 
Gloster first enters, the appearance 
of the amateur who sustained the 
part, strongly reminded us of the 
late Edmund Kean, most particularly 
in the delivery of the well-known 
line, ‘“ that dogs bark at me, as I halt 

by, them.” The scene with Lady 
Apne’ was. unquestionably superior 
to that truly eminent tragedian, : who, 























as the lover, wanted voice, form, and 
figure, though he terribly exempli- 
fied the truth of his prior remark, 
that he could wheedle with a devil’s 
tongue; still a certain softness of 
manner adds a pleasing grace to the 
scene, and we consequently prefer 
the Richard of the Shakesperians, as 
the truest to nature of the Richard 
of Shakespeare. Mr. Kean’s man- 
ner of replying “ Chop off his head,” 
when questioned by Buckingham how 
they should proceed on Hastings, 
proved cold in his design, and will 
never be forgotten—it was electrical, 
and as it has the merit of originality 
may be imitated, but cannot be. sur- 
assed : throughout the remainder 
of this, and the whole of the third 
act, the similarity between the “ ac- 
tor and the amateur” was most strik- 
ing; though occasionally points 
which may be truly termed original; 
were given, which destroyed, any, 
idea of copying. | In.the latter scenes: 
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of the play, the performance was 
thrilling ; the desperation and fury 
which shake the soul of the tyrant 
were exhibited in the strongest light ; 
the manner of bidding good night 
to his friends, before t e battle, may 
be held forth as one of the finest and 
most original points in the character. 
The exclamation “ a thousand hearts 
are swelling in this bosom” was ne- 
ver more ably embodied; the per- 
former was terribly in earnest, and 
his whole soul seemed to rise with 
the idea into majestic dignity: the 
fight was skilfully managed, being 
not too long protracted, a great mis- 
take, since Richard, being invaria- 
bly early wounded to give effect to 
the gradual decay of strength, can- 
not naturally continue so long the 
combat, as we sometimes witness. 
We have omitted to notice, in its 
place, the line, “ why can I smile, 
and murder while I smile?” parti- 














cularly the last four words, delivered 
with a startling effect, which scarce- 
ly any praise can do justice to: nor 
will the passage be easily forgotten 
“¢ By heaven she finds, altho’ Icannot, 
myself to be a marvellous proper 
man: the mode of pronouncing, 
too, ** Well, Sir, as you guess” was 
a successful piece of irony, properly 
made use of. Less majesty is requi- 
site to be displayed in the Duke of 
Gloster than in another prince, yet 
it requires a certain dignity, a hau- 
teur, as in the rebuke to the officer 
who bids him stand back, “ Villain, 
set down the corpse,” &c, 
was haughty as well as cruel. In 
the performance of Tuesday, all the 
elevation that is necessary was re- 
tained, and when we assert that the 
gentleman is the legitimate successor 
of Mr. Kean, we feel no hesitation, 
nor fear of contradiction. 

The burst of phrenzy, too, when 
he turns round to one of his officers, 
who counsels flight, “ Slave, I’ve 
set my life upon a cast,”’ &c. is per- 
haps the finest swell of passion, that 
stage delineation ever presented, and 
called forth plaudits loud and long: 


Richard - 
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—the rest of the characters were well 
sustained, particularly the Richmond 
of Mr. Couldock; and the King 
Henry of Mr. Kiddle; and the Lord 
Stanley of Mr. Peters, who played 
the part ina manner peculiarly his 
own. Mr. Abingdon will shortly 
assume more important characters, 
and the sooner the better: the Lieu- 
tenant of the Tower appeared ra- 
ther a singular being, and had he 
looked a little more cadaverous, we 
might have imagined him a maniac 
suddenly escaped from one of his 
own dungeons, into which he had 
locked himself by mistake. 

Killing no Murder afforded Mr. 
Sears, in the part of Buskin, the 
means of giving his inimitable imi- 
tations, and Mr. Purdy a capital op- 
portunity of displaying his comic 
powers in Apoll Belvil. After the 
overture, the band gave ‘‘ God save 
the Queen, the audience acknow- 
ledging the compliment, by repeated 
‘ vivas.’ The band is most excellent,

We have not much to say this week 
of this house, except that success 
attends merit. Mr. Eliason has 
proved himself an indefatigable ca- 
terer, producing every week great 
variety, and satisfying all tastes. 
The overture to Le jeune Henri, by 
Mehul is a beautiful composition, 
full of dramatic incidents, and very 
descriptive; the splendid band does 
full justice to this overture.

In the production of the Midsum- 
mer Night’s Dream, Madame Vestris 
has eclipsed all her former efforts, 
and added another laurel to that im- 
perishable wreath to which she has 
so justly entitled herself, by her 
attempts to raise the drooping head 
of the legitimatedrama. In the get- 
ting up of this play, nothing has been 
left undone that could be achieved 
by art, ingenuity, talent, and un- 
bounded expence, aided and con- 
trolled by the most exquisite taste. 
The dresses are splendid, and classi- 
cally correct: but the scenery is be- 
yond all praise, and the lights and 
shadows are so judiciously managed, 
as to produce occasionally a vague 
and dreamy indistinctness, so much 
allied to the fairy land of the poet 
that ‘ fancy led,’ we forget under 
the illusion, produced by what we 
look upon, that we still inhabit this 
dull, plodding and every day world. 

The concluding scene is most gor- 
geous; yet light, airy, and fantastic 
—but we dwell with a more pleasur- 
able feeling on the woodland, moon- 
lit scenery of the earlier part of the 
play. But alas! after all that has 
been, or can be, done, the adequate 
representation of this most wildly 
beautiful and poetic conception of 
our divine Shakespeare, is a thing 
impossible, The poet here has revel- 
led in all the boundless exuberance 
of his own inexhaustible fancy. 

He has created a world of his own, 
and peopled it with beings, bright, 
etherial essences, who melt into the 
mist in the grey moonlight, or float 
upon the sunbeam. 

The attempt to represent those crea- 


tures of the imagination by little | 
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children, with their tiny voices, is 
perfectly hopeless, but we can well 
conceive Oberon and his Queen ine 
vested with mortal lineaments, and 
surely Madame did well to make her 
Elfin King assume a knightly pano- 
ply, for he had come so chided Tita- 
nia, from farthest steep of India, to 
the wedding of his buskined mis- 
tress and warrior love. But if Ma- 
dame Vestris has not effected impos- 
sibilities, she has in this play so far 
exceeded all our reasonable expecta- 
tions, that in our admiration of the 
wonders of her mimic fairy land, we 
almost forget that anything is want- 
ing to complete the picture that 
Shakespeare has drawn, and which 
the mind alone can contemplate in 
all its perfectness of beauty. 
Madame Vestris both dresses, 
looks, and acts the part of Oberon 
delightfully ; her singing, particular- 
ly the beautiful duet with Miss Rain- 
forth “ I know a bank,” was delici- 
ous. Keeley’s Flute, the bellow’s 
mender, is perfect; andif the laugh- 
ter of the audience be a test of me- 
rit, we must unequivocally pronounce 
Harley’s Bottom a most admirable 
pare. Mrs. Nisbett makes a 
eautiful Hermia, but produces no 
great impression in the part; of Miss 
Cooper’s Helena there can be but one 
Opinion, it is full of touching pa- 
thos, simplicity, and beauty. Mrg. 
Brougham and Cooper are gorgeous- 
ly dressed as Theseus and Hippolyta. 
Miss Marshall’s Puck is a very grace- 
ful and elegant performance. Coo- 
per’s mode of giving the little speech 
in the fifth act, ‘‘ The poet’s eye,” &c. 
is very effective, and earns him night- 
ly a hearty and well-merited round 
of applause. But we must have 
done, having already exceeded all 
reasonable limits—if we do not par- 
ticularize the other performers, It is 
because our space is limited, and not 
that they are deficient in merit. 





HAYMARKET,

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consequence of the death of one of 
Mr. Macready’s children, Sir Ed- 
ward Lytton Bulwer’s new comedy 
of Money, has again been postponed. 
We regret this the more, as_ report 
had spoken favourably of this new 
production, and which was expected 
to become as popular as the Lady of 
Lyons.

The tragedy of Spartacus, or the Roman

the lessee of that establishment, is to be 
re-produced at the Victoria Theatre, in 
the middle of the ensuing week. 

Dubourg’s Mechanical Museum, Wind- 
mill.street, Haymarket, has for some time 
progressed much in the estimation of the 
public, and in addition to the splendid 
group of mechanical figures here, the pro- 
prietor has introduced (as the bills have it) 
the greatest wonder of the world!

Tricks, is divided into two parts, the va- 
cation being filled up By the exhibition of 
mechanical figures, among which Andro- 
cles, a Roman slave, extracting a thorn 
from the paw of a lion, stands pre-eminent. 
The movements of the figures are suffici- 
ent to impress on the mind of the specta- 
tor that it is the workings of nature her- 
self: the excruciating torture which seems 
to pervade the breast of the noble animal, 
and the wild, uncontrolable roar, is truly 
appaling. The slave market at Constan- 
tinople, and Coriolanus and the Volscian 
army of 300 figures, are of like excellence 
and must be seen to be appreciated—we 
shall visit this exhibition again. 

The As aps of Sir Lytton Bul- 
wer’s comedy has enabled the distinguish- 
ed author to make several alterations there- 
in. It is understood that after the comedy 
was put in rehearsal, Sir Lytton became 
dissatisfied with one of the acts; Strick- 
land’s illness afforded a little time for al- 
teration, and now by Mr. Macready’s tem- 
porary withdrawal, he has been enabled 
to complete hisamendments. _ 
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Braham cleared £300 by his first con- 
cert in New York. The Woods are doing 
well, but Seguin and his wife, Giubelei, 
Manvers, Leffler, and Miss Poole, are do- 
ing very badly. They should return home 
and join the singers at the St. James's. 

Van Amburgh, the lion-king, has been 
astonishing the “ gude folks” of Edin- 
burgh; he is now exhibiting his extraor- 
dinary feats in Glasgow. The house is 
crowded every night. 

Wilson is singing with great success in 
Edinburgh; his Captain Macheath, in the 
Beggar’s Opera, is highly spoken of. Mrs. 
Edwin Yarnold, late of the Haymarket, 
is also a great favourite. | 

Mr. Mabille, one of the dancers at the 
Opera, eloped with Miss Maywood, daugh- 
ter of the gentleman of that name engag- 
ed lately atthe Haymarket. The fairdan- 
seuse isa great favourite in the French 
capital by her graceful and elegant danc- 
ing. 

The expences of the Prince’s Theatre, 
(St. James’s) are not much less than £80 
per night. 

The Porte St. Martin, one of the larg- 
est of the Paris Theatres, which has been 
closed for some time, was re-opened on 
Monday, with a very strong company. 
This theatre gives bitth to most of the 
popular dramas played with success at our 
minor theatres. 

Mons. Scribe’s comedy of ‘ A glass of 
Water” has been produced, and is perfect- 
ly successful. French authors have but 
little knowledge of the manners and cus- 
toms of English life; for in this comedy, 
Queen Anne who is a prominent charac- 
ter, is seen going a shopping into the city, 
for being under a compliment to a young 
shopwoman for giving hercredit, her Ma- 
jesty having forgotten her purse.
